The sad picture of crime 
and Wretchedness so vididly drawn by 
the Rev: gentleman tay be duplicated 
in any of the larger cities of this land; 
and yet, men think the eivilizition of 
the Hineteenth century is permatrent, 
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will never pass away!—let them un- 
deceive themselves; the God that 
would ho longer tolerate the licen- 
tiousness of Babylon or the beastliness 
of Rome still reigns in heaven, and 
will come out in judgment upon this 
generation as he did on those empires 
of old, except these sins be repented 
of and put 4 from the nations: 

„Tame as his text, He that is not 
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with Me,’ Luke xi, 23, the rev. father, 
after describing the battle which has 
been carried on in the world for sixty 
centuries between evil and vice 
and virtue, light and darkness, heaven 
and hell, Satan and Christ, showed 
that the battle is ragi ein the squares, 
streets, and alleys of Liverpool, that 
no one can be a ive spectator, or 
profess neutrality, but all must take 
their share in the strife either for or 
against Christ. The rev. gentleman 
went on to say: —Satan is described 
as a roaring lion, and as wild beasts 
stay for the darkness of night to seize 
their prey, so do the countless stars of 
night look down on more sins than 
the midday sun, and under the glare 
of the gaslight are the emissaries of 
Satan most active, are the baits and 
allurements to sin most attractive, 
and are souls tied wholesale to the 
car of Satan to be dragged to the bot- 
tomless pit. Night after night in the 
leading thoroughfares of the city are 
shoals of men led off like sheep to the 
slaughter by the she-devils who are 
the agents of Satan, and conducted to 
houses where scenes are enacted that 
the benighted Pagans of Africa never 
dream of, and would put to the blush 
the luxurious lewdness of Pagan 
Greece and Rome. Night after night 
are young children singing in the 
vicinity of theatres, and men with 
money in their pockets, but no shame 
in their countenance, prowling about 
ready to ruin the girl whose presence 
or voice on the stuge attracted their 
notice. Night after night in every 
room of every house in street after 
street is the devil’s work carried on 
are souls lost, and crimes committed 
that out for vengeance to that 
God whose patience with this city 
may be exhaustéd, and who may make 
the name of Liverpool a byeword of 
reproach among the nations, as Sodom 
and Gomorrah are to-day. If the 
cattle plague breaks out Acts of Pur. 
liament are proclamations of 
the Privy Council are issued, justices 
of the peace, county magistrates, and 
police are on the alert, but when there 
is a soul plague in the country, police, 
magistrates, justices, are powerless to 
act, electors are indifferent, and the 
cowardice, the remissness, and the 
human respect of the nation show the 
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civilized world that in the opinion 
of this country an immortal soul is 
not of so much value as an ox ora 
sheep. A thousand times better to 
have a coercion bill to suppress immo · 
rality than a political association.

a day of salvation, is a day of perdi- 
tion. On the Saturday evening does 
the carnival of sin commence, and 
goes on increasing in intensity till the

REMARKABLE DISCOVERY IN KENTUCKY.

THE discoveries of relics of the ancient 
dwellers upon the American continent 
have been remarkably numerous of 
late, and decidedly interesting. A 
special to the Chicago News, from 
loomfield, Kentucky, Dec. 26th, 
gives particulars of one of the latest. 
t 


says: 

450 A. Allen, of this place, while 
excavating a foundation for his new 
grist-mill struck the dome of a cavern 
of immense proportions, from whicha 
strong current of cold air issued with 
great force as the workmen made the 
opening: Torches were procured and 

r. Allen and Mr. Gainhurst were 
lowered down by means of « windlass. 
It was about sixty feet from the sur- 
face to the floor of the cave, which 
they found to be level and sandy, as 
if it were once the bed of an ancient 
subterranean stream. They followed 
the main avenue for a distance of 
over two miles and discovered an 
opening in a cliff on the farm of Ben- 
jamin Wilson, and a well beaten path 
was easily discerned that was once 
trod by human beings, although it is 
now in many places covered with for- 
est trees and undergrowth. 

Mr. Allen and Mr. Hurset, after 
emerging from the cave, started back 
to town and reported the result of 


their discoveries. A large party was 
at once formed, which entered the 
opening of the cliff on the Wilson 
farm. On one of the main avenues 
numerous evidences existed that the 
place had avidently been the abode of 
cave men, as numerous relics were 
found in the shape of pottery and 
bronze bric-a-brac. A sepulcher was 
discovered in a large niche on one 
avenue at right angles with the main 
avenue, and in it are numerous mum- | 
mified bodies, 100 or more being in 
plain view. 

Three of the mummies were remov- 
ed to town, where they excited great 
curiosity. The formations in the cave 
are beautiful beyond descrip ion. 
Stately towers of stalagmites, sugges- 
tive of grotesque and unique figures 
are encountered all along the wonder- 
ful subteranean avenue. There is a 


beautiful little like with water as 


pure as crystal and, as usual in cave 
streams, it is full of tiny, eyeless fish. 
The avenues of the caves will mea- 
sure, in all probability, about seven 
miles, so that it may fairly be con- 
sidered another rival to the Mam- 
moth cave, and certainly one of the 
great cave wonders of Kentucky, the 
land of caves.” 4

the heaveris. Then they were required to be baptized for the remission of 
their sins, that the blobd of Christ, which follows the water, might be ap- 
plied, by whith they were sanctified and cleansed from sin. This was neve» 
sary to prepare them to receive the gift of the Holy Ghost, which would 
teach them of the things of God, and enable them to obtain for themselves a 
living testimony from Him, and not leave them to be ever learning and 
never able to come to a knowledge of the truth.” 

But this doctrine was an innovation. It proclaimed that all the priests 
were false teachers, and the religions; although performed with so many 
solemn ceremonies and rites, wete powerless to save. Consequently it en- 
cited the ire of the prieste; whose craft was in danger, who aroused the indig- 
nation of the falers and people by every conceivable means against the 
Apostles and Elders. Nevertheless, these uneducated men, chosen of Gud 
for the accomplishment of His purposes, held the keys of salvation to that 
generation, whilst the learned priests, although idolized by the people, were 
bab the blind leaders of the blind, and the doctrines they taught, although 
80 popular, were powerless to save. The result was, the people rejected thé 
Gospel message. They slew the men whom God had chesen as ambassadors, 
préferring datkness to light. They closed the gates of heaven against them: 
selves and perished in their sins; Ged withdrew His authority from the 
earth, and inspiration ceased; the prophets, ruléts and seers were “ coverdd,” 
and the fear of God was again taught only by the precept of men. But the 
Sainte made théir mark; the knowledge they had of the risen Retleemer be- 
came the tradition of the children of the people who rejévted them, and the 
name Of Christ and His apostles, together with the mother of Jesus, super- 
seded Jupiter, Juno, Diana, and the gods and goddesses that were béfore- 
time sought after and wershiped. But the knowledge of God was lost to the 
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World. The children of men had rejected His authority and His doctrine, o 
that all that was left was the dead letter to be vainly interpreted by the wis- 
dom of men. But no one had authority of God to call men to repentance, to 
baptize for the remission of sins, or to lay on hands for the gift of the Holy 
Ghost. The world had rejected God in the rejection of His servants, and the 
knowledge of God was again lost to the world. This is the record the world 
has made in their lack of faith in God. Had they sought God's grace they 
would have found wisdom, and been preserved from the great condemnation 
of unbelief. He would have taught them of His ways, and directed them to 
walk in His paths, had they sought Him in faith, instead of putting ar 
trust i in man. 

We no turn from the record of the past to the generation in ieh we 
live. For over half a century the same principles have been taught by the 
authority of the Lord through His servants. Again are mankind called upon 
to worship the living and true God. Again are men entreated to have faith 
in God, and to ask Him in the name of Jesus Christ for wisdom to direct 
them in their search for truth. Again are they called to repent and be bap- 
tized, by one having authority, for the remission of their sins, the same pro- 
mise being made to them—the gift of the Holy Ghost. God has spoken, 
angels have communed with man, and the priesthood of God is again restored 
to the earth. But how is the message received? Just as it was anciently. 
The axe is laid at the root of the tree. Every plant not planted by the 
Father will be rooted up. At the first announcement of the boy prophet, 
Joseph Smith, to the effect that God had again spoken, a sbock was felt in 
Babylon, and the priests were stirred up in anger against the innovation as 
far as his testimony reached. And when God sent His angels to restore the 
keys of priesthood and power to the earth, and the Gospel began to be 
preached in its simplicity, the false teachers of the people were aroused in 
their ire, and called upon the rulers and people to stop the innovation. Every 
conceivable means was employed to stay the progress of the work of God, 
but all have failed. Mobbings, frequently headed by priests, drivings, per- 
secutions, illegal enactments, contempt, reproach—all have been tried with 
the fierce vindictiveness of antichrist, but signally failed. Men and women 
who received the word with gladness, and obeyed the Gospel and endured for 
a while, but who, through tribulation or persecution, became offended, have 
apostatized from the truth and, filled with hatred, have posed: among the 
“ escaped from the Mormons;” and written the most scurrilous and untruth- 
ful reports against the Saints, partly, we presume, for money, and partly to 
try and justify themselves for looking back after having put their hand to 
the plough. They received a witness when they obeyed the Gospel, and it 
haunts them still. There is the impression that they have rejected the love 
of God, who drew them into His fold, and the enormity of the sin of ingrati- 
tude is upon them, and they strive in vain to assure themselves they were 
deluded, when really they enjoyed the blessing of God. This unfortunate 
class, who have suffered themselves through the power of the devil to be 
overcome, are warmly welcomed by the fale teachers of Babylon the Great,” 
who know what a heavy condemnation would be upon them if the Saints 
should be indeed the people of God. They are very glad of any excuse to 
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quiet their conscience in their assumed positions as the servants of the Lord 
Jesus Christ. But in spite of all the prejudice raised by this class of people, 
and the warnings and misrepresentations from the popular pulpits, the Israel 
of God and the honest hearted among the Gentiles are obeying the Gospel of 
God, and gathering, as the doves to their wiudows, to Zion, to learn of 
God's ways and to walk in His paths; escaping the great condemnation of 
the sin of unbelief, and enjoying that communion of the Holy Spirit which 
gives the knowledge of God. The kingdom of God has come to stay. The 
hour of His judgment has come—the day of the Lord’s controversy. He who 
dwelleth in the heavens has decreed that every nation and kingdom who will 
not serve Him shall perish and be utterly wasted. They who are wise will 
seek the God we serve—the living and true God —learn of Him, and thus 
escape the great condemnation. |
